WHEREAS  by  “ The  Merchant  Shipping  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1862,”  it  is  enacted  tliat 
■whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that 
the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of 
■merchant  ships  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  the 
principal  Act  have  been  adopted  by  the  Government 
of  any  foreign  country,  and  are  in  force  in  that 
countrj',  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order 
in  Council,  to  direct  that  the  ships  of  such  foreign 
country  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted 
in  their  certificate  of  registry  or  other  national  papers, 
and  thereupon,  it  shall  no  longer  be  necessary  for  such 
ships  to  bo  re-measured  in  any  port  or  jdace  in  Her 
Majesty’s  dominions,  bpt  such  ships  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of 
registry  or  other  papers,  in  the  same  manner,  to  the 
same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes,  in,  to,  and 
for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certificate  of 
registry  of  British  ships  is  to  be  deemed  the  tonnage 
of  such  ships: 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  Her 
Majesty,  that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement 
of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  now  in  force  under 
^‘the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,”  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Governments  of  Russia  and  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  Einland,  with  the  excepiion,  as  regards 
Russian  steam  ships,  of  a slight  difterence  in  the 
mode  of  estimating  the  allowance  for  engine  room, 
and  such  rules  are  now  in  force  in  those  countries, 
Raving  come  into  operation  at  the  following  dates, 
viz. : in  Russia  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1879, 
and  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland  on  the  1st  day  of 
June,  1877:

1.  As  regards  sailing  ships;  that  merchant  sailing 
ships  of  the  said  Russian  Empire,  the  measure- 
ment whereof  after  the  said  20th  day  of 
December,  1879,  has  been  ascertained  and  de- 
noted in  the  registers  and  other  national  papers 
of  such  sailing  ships,  testified  by  the  date 
thereof,  and  merchant  sailing  ships  of  the  said 
Grand  Duchy  of  Finland,  the  measurement 
whereof  has  after  the  said  1st  day  of  June, 
1877,  been  ascertained,  denoted  and  testified  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  such  registers  and  other  national 
papers  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  and  for  the  same  purpose,  in,  to,  and 
for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certifi- 
cate of  registry  of  British  sailing  ships  is 
deemed  to  be  the  tonnage  of  such  ships. 

2.  As  regards  steam  ships;  that  merchant  ships 
belonging  to  the  said  Russian  Empire  which 
are  propelled  by  steam  or  any  other  power 
requiring  engine  room,  the  measurement 
whereof  shall,  after  the  said  20th  day  of 
December,  1879,  have  been  ascertained  and 
denoted  in  the  registers  and  other  national 
papers  of  such  steam  ships,  testified  by  the 
dates  thereof,  and  that  merchant  ste.im  ships 
belonging  to  the  said  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland, 
the  measurement  whereof  has  after  the  said 
1st  day  of  June,  1877,  been  ascertained,  de- 
noted, and  te.stified,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  of  such  tonnage  denoted  in  such 
registers  or  other  national  papers  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the 
same  purpose,  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  ton- 
nage denoted  in  the  certificate  of  the  registry 
of  British  ships  is  deemed  to  bo  the  tonnage  of 
such  ships:  provided,  nevertheless,  that  if  the 
owner  or  master  of  any  such  Russian  steam 
ship  desires  the  deduction  for  engine  room  in 
his  ships  to  be  estimated  under  the  rules  for 
engine  room  measurement  and  deduction  ap- 
plicable to  British  ships  instead  of  under  the 
Russian  rule,  the  engine  room  shall  be  meas- 
ured and  the  deduction  calculated  according  to 
the  British  rules.
